HEAVY PENALTY FOR REFUSAL TO ACT 


Plans for tho registration of deal-field county citizens who 
f! within the conscription age limits are being rapidlyly whip- 


jx.'il into shape by Sheriff McCJoskey, who has been busy" almost 
every minute ol' the time since his return Wednesday from the 
conference with Governor Brumbaugh at Harrisburg. 


Sheriff McCtoskcy and Deputy Chaplin worked far into last 


night preparing his list ol' registrars, which we present herewith, 


Thy other necessary details such as notification and the 


placing of the blanks in the hands of these chosen registrars if 
going on with feverish rapidity in the Sheriff's office today, al 
other business being sidetracked for the time being, with the re 
suit that when the time comes Clearfiekl county will be in shape 
to register and no mistake about it. 


The County Board of Registration is 'composed of the Sheriff 


Pi-othonotary, President of the Board of County Commissioners 
and Dr. S. C. Stewart, the physician representing the county on 
the staUi board of health. This board organized, 
today with 


.Sheriff McCloskey chairman and Jesse E. Dale secretary. 


Following the registration on June 5 a list of all young men 


registering will be posted at all voting precincts for the public to 
view. 
This is done so that in case there should be any one in 


the district who has not registered, persons knowing of such de- 
lini(ueiits can notify the proper authorities. 
The penalty for 


not registering is very severe. 


On June 6, the day following the registration, .a summary 


ol' the registration giving the totals, must be telegraphed the 
governor. 
The itemized registration will follow later. The reg- 


istration blanks will be made out in' duplicate. The original will 
be sent to the governor while the duplicate will be kept by the 
county or city authorities. 


The registrars chosen to act on June 5th are in a measure 


"drafted" for this patriotic service. 
The Governor's proclama- 


tion to the Sheriff directed that "these registrars must be se- 
lected with great care. 
They must be men resident within the 


precinct and familiar with its population; men of the highest 
pec i net: and familiar with its population; men of the highest 
probity and capable of writing legibly. 
The national govern- 


ment asks that this service be rendered free as an expression of 
patirotism and of loyalty to the nation in this crisis of her his- 
tory. 
Should you find it impossible to find men of such lofty 


purpose wire me for directions as to the necessary subsequent 
steps to be taken." 


Sheriff McCloskey has selected men whom he: feels satisfied 


will measure up to the Governor's qualifications and will gladly 
assume this duty. 


Two registrars will be required for each precinct and in ad- 


dition to the names of these men we also give the total enroll- 
ment of voters in each precinct. 


Under the terms o.f the conscription act we 
have 
seen it 


stated that one out of each twenty men 
would be drafted for 


army service. 
.It is expected that the registration will disclose 


a total of 10.000,000 men in this country between the .ages of 21 
to X I , and of this number Pennsylvania alone would produce 800,- 
000, and Clearfiekl county's total quota for military duty is 425.

HEAVY PENALTY FOR REFUSAL TO ACT 


Plans for tho registration of deal-field county citizens who 
f! within the conscription age limits are being rapidlyly whip- 


jx.'il into shape by Sheriff McCJoskey, who has been busy" almost 
every minute ol' the time since his return Wednesday from the 
conference with Governor Brumbaugh at Harrisburg. 


Sheriff McCtoskcy and Deputy Chaplin worked far into last 


night preparing his list ol' registrars, which we present herewith, 


Thy other necessary details such as notification and the 


placing of the blanks in the hands of these chosen registrars if 
going on with feverish rapidity in the Sheriff's office today, al 
other business being sidetracked for the time being, with the re 
suit that when the time comes Clearfiekl county will be in shape 
to register and no mistake about it. 


The County Board of Registration is 'composed of the Sheriff 


Pi-othonotary, President of the Board of County Commissioners 
and Dr. S. C. Stewart, the physician representing the county on 
the staUi board of health. This board organized, 
today with 


.Sheriff McCloskey chairman and Jesse E. Dale secretary. 


Following the registration on June 5 a list of all young men 


registering will be posted at all voting precincts for the public to 
view. 
This is done so that in case there should be any one in 


the district who has not registered, persons knowing of such de- 
lini(ueiits can notify the proper authorities. 
The penalty for 


not registering is very severe. 


On June 6, the day following the registration, .a summary 


ol' the registration giving the totals, must be telegraphed the 
governor. 
The itemized registration will follow later. The reg- 


istration blanks will be made out in' duplicate. The original will 
be sent to the governor while the duplicate will be kept by the 
county or city authorities. 


The registrars chosen to act on June 5th are in a measure 


"drafted" for this patriotic service. 
The Governor's proclama- 


tion to the Sheriff directed that "these registrars must be se- 
lected with great care. 
They must be men resident within the 


precinct and familiar with its population; men of the highest 
pec i net: and familiar with its population; men of the highest 
probity and capable of writing legibly. 
The national govern- 


ment asks that this service be rendered free as an expression of 
patirotism and of loyalty to the nation in this crisis of her his- 
tory. 
Should you find it impossible to find men of such lofty 


purpose wire me for directions as to the necessary subsequent 
steps to be taken." 


Sheriff McCloskey has selected men whom he: feels satisfied 


will measure up to the Governor's qualifications and will gladly 
assume this duty. 


Two registrars will be required for each precinct and in ad- 


dition to the names of these men we also give the total enroll- 
ment of voters in each precinct. 


Under the terms o.f the conscription act we 
have 
seen it 


stated that one out of each twenty men 
would be drafted for 


army service. 
.It is expected that the registration will disclose 


a total of 10.000,000 men in this country between the .ages of 21 
to X I , and of this number Pennsylvania alone would produce 800,- 
000, and Clearfiekl county's total quota for military duty is 425.
